The Legislative Council aud lleircnch- 
inent. 

The Government Gazette of Satur- 
day oonlains a list (giveo olaewbero) 
of tlio names of the gentlemen -who 
are to compose the Legislative Ooan<» 
oil for 1867"68. The body will be 
composed of twenty three members ; 
of which number twelve aro paid 
ofScials j two (Mayor Macdonald, and 
Mr. Nicol, of ^anaimo) unpaid 
magistrates; and nine popular memi 
burs — four from the Island and five 
representing varioaa districts on the 
mainlund. The wholo uumbor of 
unpaid official and popular roprosoii- 
tativoB from tho Island is only six. — 
two less than it was reasonably 
hoped, from tho lonor of His Excel" 
leucy's letter of January last, would 
bo appointed. Tho solootiou of Mayor 
MaciloiialiJ is dosignoii, wo think, to 
reassure the publio of tho intention of 
His -Kxcullency to only appoint men 
who will bo aeceptablo to tho people, 
aud whom they themselves have 
placed in position. Bat we cannot 
SCO bow 'Mr. Macdonald can accept 
tho position of Councillor and at the 
same time fulfil the duties devolving 
upon iiim as Mayor. Ho cannot servo 
two masters — the Governor and tho 
people at once — and the duty ho owes 
to one op the other must bo slurred 
over" If not entirely neglected. 
Should the .Mayor resign his civic 
office, ho will bo guilty of a broach ot 
faith towards iho c.tizens by whom 
ho was almost unanimously elected 
as their head; and should he go to 
Now VV^cstminstor without resigning 
ho will abandon tho intorosls of tho 
city at a time when all tho attention 
aud ability at uia command aro 
required to place the Municipality in 
smooth running order. Mr. Mao- 
donuld'a wisest course is to decline tho 
profl'erod honor of a seat in tho 
Council. Mr. Nicol, who will repre- 
sent l>lanaimo as an unpaid magis- 
trate, is tho manager of the Coal 
Company's there, and will oonso-. 
queatly roproEont large landed and 
pecuniary interests in tho Council, 
Wo know nothing of tho gentleman's 
legislative ability; but boliovo thati he 
will make a good moiabor. Among 
the libt of uo^v oflicial mombers we 
nolico tho name of Mr. Cornwall, who 
roprostintod Yalo and Lytton, as a 
popular member, in tho last Council. 
Jlo is a gentleman of considerable 
ability as an orator ; but tho aristo- 
cratic tone of his speeches on one 
occasion rendered him tho object of 
much ridicule to a certain portion of 
the press. Mr. Coz, the popular 
magistrate at Cariboo East, and E. 
Howard iSanders, magistrate at Yale 
for the past eight years, are also 
member8 of the new Council, Hon. 
Alexander Watson aod Hon. T. L. 
Wood', two of tho most talented and 
valued officials of the late V. I. 
Government, will occupy seats in the 
new (Jouiicil — tho former as Troa- 
Huror, and tho latter as Acting Soli- 
citor Gouoral. Tho roinaindor of tljo 
oUicial moiubors wore in tho previous 
Coiiiicil. Ol' tho popular members not 
ono lia:i been rojoctod, and a contra-- 
diction i.-i ihuH given to tho emphatic 
a.-siiniu!i thai liis Ex'^ulloMcy would 
accept, only those who were not 
known to bo antagonistic to his aJ- 
ministi'ation. Of tho professions ro- 
presontod in tho Council, tho Press 
carries off tho palm — there being two 
editors and ono ox-odilor in the 
CouDoil. There aro tlso two mer- 
chants,, ono millownor, one physician, 
ono lawyer, and one farmer among 
the popular members. Ot the twenty 
throe mombors, Victoria can rely 
njMiii the ^•(lto of lil'toon — including 
itiii;no.' uiembors— should tho ca])ital 
question bo submitted to a vote ot 
tlio Council.

not bo made of ono das'* nnd flesh of 
another, Tho Civil List muf-t, nnd 
wo bolievo will bo reduced to a figure 
within the ability of tho Colony to 
stand; aud tho Governor, wo hoar, 
haa comnienced with his own salary, 
which, it is said, ho has cut from £4000 
dowu to JE3OOO. Having given the 
"big fish" a well merited sponriog, tho 
Examiner next proceeds to question 
tho good policy of reducing the salaries 
of subordinates at all, and urges that 
" they have in many instances a 
family and establishment (1) to support, 
and oun ill afford the suddea loss of an 
amount to them of great moment, and 
which will be so small and insignificant 
a saving to the revenue of the Colony." 
If one of the gentlemen whoso salaries 
have boon cut down had written tho 
'Examiner articlo ho could not havo 
offorod up a more piteous appeal to 
" iho woodman to spare that treo" than baa 
been done in the lines above quoted. It is 
true that many o( the geutlomen havo fami- 
lies to support ; but how many worthy fami- 
lies both on the Island and mainland nrc 
pinchod for tbo bareet necesBurios of lile, 
wilhout even a " reduced salary" to fall bad; 
upon ! How many clerks in mercantile cb- 
tablialiraeuts havo either been diacbarguil or 
havo suffered material reductioui in milury, 
and havo bonio iho loso ontai^od without a 
whimper, bocauso they haii the good seuso and 
honesty to seo and nokouwledgc that llicir em- 
ployers wore but obsorviub' tho first law of 
nature— self-preaorvaiion ? Tlio country is 
impoveriahed — bankrupt ; and aliall tho pub- 
lio servants, who were really overpaid and 
underworked when tbe Colooy was in a state 
of prosperity, enjoy an immunity from sharing 
the general loss in such hard limes as 
these? None bnt a most unroaajnablu inun 
would claim Bach an unfair advantage ; and 
as for the " eslablishments'' that Ihia "small 
and intignificaDt savinj^ to the revoouo'' will 
break up, llioy aro not tn be ineiitiuned in 
the painu breath with tho nmiiy li;ipi>y lioiiie.i 
which, a year ago, wuro the abuJcs ul' piTS ui:! 
in alUucnt circumstancea, bnt iiro tio'.v -le- 
serted and their lato ccoupiera peimilos.-. 
Let tho " reduced geutlaraen " thank their 
stars that they are retained in their aiiaotions 
even at a less rate than formerly. Let them 
accept leas pay and more work with beoom- 
iog grace, and when tbe Colony Bhall have 
emerf;«d from a state of gloom and bank- 
raptcy Into one of brightness and prosperity, 
thay will enjoy tbe prond oonsoiouaneas of 
having chcorfully contributed, in " a small 
and inBignifioant'' way, to brin^ about tho 
change for the better. If Ihoy will turn up 
their tjoaes at tho reduced pay, tho best thing 
they can do is to resign iind niako 
room for equally conipetout und nioio public 
spirited men who vnll ghully do what tliuy 
can to push the country along, ond who will 
not grumble if tho pay is so email that thoy 
cannot aQord, for the next few years, to keep 
" an ostablishment." Governor Seymour 
has made a noble beginning, and we pray, 
" let the good work go on 1" In every 
branch of tbe service where a "■ small and 
insignificant eaviDg" can bo made, let it take 
plaoe ; and let the most nsolesa branches be 
lopped off entirely. It is a ootorious fact tbe 
Government Assay otBco, besides being du- 
struotivo to private enterprise, is nnd has 
been for years a losing oonoern ; it is c qtuilly 
notorious that tho Qovcrniuent Printing of- 
fice costs the country at least fifty per cent, 
more thun the same work could bo done by 
private contract, and lhat a " Superiiuenileul 
01 Priuliug" and two or three " Ckrh.i '' 1 1] 
nre salaried to execute work thut or.o miui 
and a boy employed by tho " piece " might 
perform satisfactorily. Wtiilo lletrcnchrnent 
is on the carpet, let there be a clean sweep; 
and while messengers and assistant librarians 
aro being discharged, let the saperabundant 
" help" in every office, from tbe Governor's 
down 10 tbe Oustora-bouse, receive a tickot< 
of-leave. In no other way can the Colony he 
again put oo its legs, — in no other way can 
His Excellency effect the mueh needed lle- 
trenchment or do his duly tn his Sovereign.
